REPORT OF THE COMMISSIONERS APPOINTED 
TO REFUND THE TOWN DEBT. 


The commissioners elected November 5, 1878, to refund 
the town debt, submit the following report : 

May 1, 1874, $20,000 of the floating debt of Wiadiaved:, 
was funded by the issue of town bonds, bearing 6 per cent. 
semi-annual interest, redeemable May 1, 1879, and payable 
May, 1894. The purpose of this commission, was to re- 
fund this bonded debt at 4 per cent—thus saving 2 per cent. 
annually in interest, or $418. This the commission succeed- 
ed in doing with little real difficulty by the issue of $20,000, 
in 4 per cent. 5-20 bonds, dated July 1, 1879, with interest 
coupons attached, payable January 1, in the following de- 
nominations and amounts: twenty $500, numbered from 1 
to 20 inclusive, and one hundred $100, numbered from 21 
to 120 inclusive. 

The commissioners feel like congratulating the town at 
the result of their labor. The annual saving in interest 
alone, is $418. In 1884, when these bonds are redeemable, 
this saving in interest, will amount to $2,356, and in 1899 
when they are payable, this saving amounts to $15,900— 
which sum, to the ordinary tax payer, (to say nothing of 
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those who grumble and pay no taxes,) would seem to be a 
sufficient return, for the small expense necessarily incurred.

REPORT OF SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


I commenced my official duties by giving notice of a meeting 
for examination of teachers at Simond’s High School Hall. The 
result of this notice was most gratifying. Fifteen young ladies 
appeared promptly on the appointed day, at 9 o’clock a. mM. 

The examination was by questions written on the black-bourd 
and answers written out on sheets furnished to each candidate, 
and continued about four hours. The pages returned were not 
all correct, but none so faulty as to justify the rejection of any 
one applying for a certificate. The following are the dictations 
and questions copied on the black-board to be answered : 


GRAMMAR. 

(1.) Write a simple sentence containing a regular transitive 
verb in the passive form. 

(2.) Write a compound sentence, each predicate being in 
the active voice, indicative mode, present tense. 

(3.) Parse the following words, contained in the two foregoing 
sentences, viz: write, sentence, containing, in, (first sentence) 
predicate, and being. 

(4.) Change the form of the first sentence into a complex 
sentence, having the principal predicate in the potential mode, 
present tense, and the subordinate predicate in the indicative 
mode and future tense. 

GEOGRAPHY. 

(1.) What are the names of the grand divisions of land, 
in the order of their size, beginning with the largest. 

(2.) What are the names of five important countries in 
Europe, and their capitals; and in what zone or zones is each 
country. 

(3.) Which of the United States produce Cotton? Corn? 
Wheat? Sugar Cane? 
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(4.) Give the names of four principal tributaries of the 
Mississippi; and the names of five important cities on the banks 
of the five rivers, including the Mississippi, beginning with the 
one nearest the Gulf of Mexico. 

(5.) What are the boundaries of the Torrid and the North 
Temperate Zones? 

(6.) Why is the temperature of the climate in Great Britain 
warmer than the climate in the same latitude on the Atlantic 
coast of North America?

The largest number of imperfect papers was among those 
upon geography. The result confirms what is well understood 
among careful observers, that geography, one of the most use- 
ful and interesting branches of English education, is neglected. 
An examination of all the papers suggests the propriety of 
forming during one term in each year, in the High School, a 
normal class for special drill and exercise in branches to be 
taught in the Common Schools. 


It was a matter of great satisfaction, that of the fifteen young 
ladies, who were approved as teachers upon examination that. 
day, fourteen had been, or were then, members of the High School 
and residents of Warner. It is also worthy of remark, that, 
of forty-six terms of schools, thirty-four were kept by residents 
of our town; and all of these have their names on the roll of 
pupils in the High School, except one. Of the thirty different 
teachers employed, twenty-one were residents of Warner. It 
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appears that the High School is the place for fitting our young 
men and women to be teachers in our District Schools. Here 
then, is apparent the great advantage, nay, necessity of special 
attention to the formation of normal classes, as above suggested. 
We have the facilities for the proper education and training of 
teachers, superior to any other adjoining town. We can, with 
advantage to our schools furnish all our own teachers. It is the 
office of your committee, to offer suggestions ; for the town, to 
consider them. 


There were put into my hands by the chairman of the late 
board, Mr. Cole, the maps of the State of New Hampshire, 
required by law to be distributed to the several districts. The 
whole number sent to this town were delivered before or at the 
beginning of the first term of the schools. Suggestions and 
instructions were given as to the best methods of using the 
maps to advantage. The knowledge of the geography of our 
own State was much enlarged by their use. 


In visiting schools I was able to make a full examination of 
every one during the first week of each term, with only three 
exceptions. This I could do because the commencement of the 
terms in the various districts extended over a period of four or 
five weeks in Spring and Fall. JI endeavored to make my visits 
practical, and, without desiring to dictate, or to establish an 
iron rule in the mode of instruction, I had exercises conducted 
in form and manner, which I thought most interesting and 
profitable. This I did especially in the schools of inexperienced 
teachers. It is a pleasant recollection, how cordially all my 
hints and suggestions in regard to methods and manner of 
instruction, were received. JI endeavored to make my visits 
profitable and pleasant, and not mere rounds of inspection to be 
dreaded by teachers and scholars. My closing visits were made 
with a purpose to notice particularly, the good results of the 
work of the terms, and to encourage teachers and scholars by 
commendation of every good accomplished. Especially I no- 
ticed the cases of pupils, who from any cause have heretofore 
ranked low in scholarship, but during the year had shown 
increased interest by aimost constant attendance and good de-

portment; of each I made special mention in speaking finally 
to the schools. J hope they will be encouraged to think the 
path of knowledge open to them, and be stimulated to strive 
earnestly to become good scholars. 


The general management of the schools during the year by 
the teachers in the several districts has been good. I have never 
known so many good schools in town in one year. A few 
excel in some respects any of my expectations. The greatest 
progress in reading in the class of pupils from five years to eight 
years of age, was made in Districts Nos.1, 12, and 13. A class 
of six girls in District No.9, comprising all the girls in the school, 
excel in general qualifications any reading class with which I 
am acquainted. It would be pleasant to give a list of the 
teachers who are almost perfect models; but the fame of their 
success does not depend upon the mention of their names in this 
report. If there have been one or two failures to secure so 
large a balance of credit to teachers and scholars as hoped for, 
no good would be obtained sufficient to compensate for the 
harm done to individuals by naming the school or the teacher. 
If the assignment of teachers to the several districts couid be 
left to a board of education thoroughly acquainted with the 
qualifitation and individual characters of the persons applying 
for situations as teachers, no doubt better results would he ob- 
tained in many cases; and teachers would be placed where 
their peculiar excellences would be best suited to the particular 
wants of different schools. The statute relating to this subject 
asks your candid consideration. 


SImonDs FREE H1iGH SCHOOL. 


Applicants for admission to the High School during the Fall 
term were examined by the committee, and during the Winter 
term by the principal, at the special request of the committee, 
who was absent, teaching in Bradford. The honor of being 
early admitted to the school urges many to press for entrance 
before being well qualified. A desire to add to the number in 
the school has sometimes led zealous friends of the school to 
canvass for candidates to go forward for examination. The 
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school is thereby injured, and the candidates, if not rejected, 
are harmed by being admitted without the requisite acquirements. 

William Goldthwait, A. M., is in his fourth year as principal, 
and the same zeal and energy that have been manifest in the 
past, characterize his labors the present year. With increased 
prosperity in respect to numbers, and good scholarship, the 
school comes to the close of the eleventh term under Mr. 
Goldthwait’s charge. 

Miss Clara E. Stanton of Lebanon, Maine, and Miss Ada G. 
Harriman, of Warner, are assistant teachers. Miss Harriman 
is employed only a portion of the time, and is pursuing a past- 
graduate course of study.
